W A SH IN G TO N , Ju ly 24-(/Pl— 
President Truman’s No. I problem. 
when he faces the special session 
of Congress next week, is this: 
How to control prices and liv ­ 
ing costs0 He wants power to do 
that. But what kind of control 
can he ask of Congress? 


Last 
November, 
when 
prices 
weren’t as hig as they are now. 
he asked Congress for stand-by 
price control power. 


Which means power he could 
use, 
if 
and when, 
he thought 
prices 
finally had 
climbed 
too 
high. Congress didn’t give him the 
power. 


Now, it seems, he thinks the 
time 
has 
passed 
for 
stand-by 
power and that prices need to be 
controlled right now. 
At least, that's what he said 
last month in a speech at Los 
Angeles. 
But the question, the 
question, is: How can prices be 
controlled now? He could ask for 
either of these things: 
1. Price control on just about 
everything, as in wartime. 
2. Or. price control on a select­ 
ed list of key items in American 
living, like meat, dairy products, 
poultry, coal, steel. 
But if the government attempts 
to control prices in all, or only 
certain, field, then some agency 
w ill be needed to see that price 
controls work. 
This might mean a special new 
agency— like the wartime O PA — 
or some agency set-up specially 
within 
an 
existing 
government 
department, such as the commerce 
or agriculture departments. 
Yhat would be a problem all by 
itself and probably would take 
months. 
But right here the problem gets 
deeper and very tough for Mr. 
Truman: 
Suppose, say. he asks for price 
control on meat. Would that mean 
trying to roll back the price of 
meat to some figure where it was 
months ago? 
Probably not. It might mean 
trying to freeze the price of meat 
at the point it had reached when 
— and if— Congress passed such a 
price control law. 
That’s not all. 
Could the government attempt 
to control the price of meat with­ 
out going all the way back down 
the line to control the price of 
some things that help boost meat 
prices? 
For example: 
How could the 
government control meat prices 
and still be fair to meat growers 
and packers— unless it also con­ 
trolled the price of the feed cat­ 
tle eat 
If feed prices went up but meat 
prices were frozen, the meat in­ 
dustry would be caught in an un­ 
fair squeeze. That would be one­ 
sided price control. 
Suppose Mr. Truman asked for 
price control only on such things 
as meat, poultry, dairy products, 
coal and steel. 
He could hardly ask for price 
control on them unless he also 
asked for control over the wages 
of people working in those fields. 
But if that happened, the lead­ 
ers of labor unions in those fields 
would be sure to protest by saying: 
controls wages in just these few 
‘‘This is unfair. The government 
fields. But workers in all other 
fields can go ahead and get pay 
raises. 
They'll be free to make 
more money while we’re stuck.’’ 
Labor leaders generally are op­ 
posed to any wage controls any­ 
way. 
Yet, how can the price of some­ 
thing like meat or steel or coal be 
controlled and kept in line by the 
government if the meat packers 
and steel workers and miners are 
free to fight for wage increases? 
Something would have to crack 
if, for instance, steelworkers got 
a raise while steel prices were 
held under tight government con­ 
trol, 
A raise for the wotkers would 
increase the cost of 
producing 
steel. Then unless the government

Helpful Hints

How well do your summer shoes 
look? Do you have trouble keep­ 
ing them in good repair? How well 
summed shoes wear depends part­ 
ly on how they are cleaned. The 
right cleaning not only keeps them 
looking new but also makes them 
last longer. 
White shoes should be cleaned 
off the foot and not worn until they 
are thoroughly dry. If worn damp, 
the leather or fabric may stretch 
out of 
shape. 
Put 
in 
the shoe 
trees or stuff with tissue paper be­ 
fore cleaning. 
There is no one cleaner that is 
equally good for all white shoes. 
The clothing specialists tell us that 
it is important to read the label on 
the cleaner to be sure it is recom­ 
mended for the type of leather or 
fabric in the 
shoes. 
In 
general, 
white shoe soap \s best for white 
smooth leather because it 
cleans 
without drying and hardening the 
leather. Dressing 
that contains 
whitening material like chalk is 
suited to cloth shoes, but the old 
dressing should always be brushed 
out before applying more. Shoes of 
white suede or other napped leath­ 
er may be “ powder-cleaned” rath­ 
er than liquid-cleaned. Use one of 
the buffer bags of chalk-like ma­ 
terial sold for that purpose. 
If white shoes are grass-stain-

Read 
the label on the cleaner to be sure 
it is safe for elasticized shoos

I thought as I got out of 
my car to open it, but I had noth­ 
ing to worry about, for tho owner 
had run the fire through about a 
foot of garden hose near where it 
hooked on to a porcelain attach­ 
ment on one of the posts. I got the 
gate open and shut without getting 
a shock. Then it occurred fo me 
that there might not be any cur­ 
rent in the wire, so I touched it 
and found that I was mistaken. I 
can see why the cows stay away 
from it. 
If you want a temporary fence 
around some 
land you 
need 
for 
pasture, try building . an electric 
fence. It doesn't cost very much 
and the operating cost is low. 
It 
makes a very good gate too.

You see a lot of them in south­ 
ern Ohio! most of them are elm 
trees killed by Dutch Elm disease 
that as vet is fatal to many elms. 


These trees are a menace to live-1 


stock, and should be taken down 


just as soon as one can find time 


to do it, for the limbs 
are 
easily 
broken off in a storm. They are 
certainly a nuisance in a corn field 
too, for you can’t plow the corn 
unless you take time to stop and 
pick up the limbs near the tree. I 
just passed a farm where the own­ 
er had ricked a lot of limbs around 
the base of a dead elm in his corn­ 
field. You can't make any m on ey 
doing a job like that but, like many 
farm jobs, it must be done, even if 
there is no porfit in it,

“ If you expect 
to get a high 
grade for your eggs in summer, 
you’ve got to gather them at least 
twice a day or even oftener on 
hot days, and you 
must produce 
infertile eggs." a very successful 
fanner who has sold his eggs to a 
cooperative 
market 
that 
grades 
them, points out. His wife looks 
after the flock in summer, and she 
likes to use a wire basket, for it 
helps to keep the eggs cool. Then 
she cleans them if this is necessary 
and takes them 
to the 
cellar at 
once. I did not learn her method, 
but a dry clean brush 
is 
recom­ 
mended for this purpose, instead of 
trying to wash them, even if very 
little water is used, for washing 
has a tendency to damage the shell 
and its protective qualities are not 
as good as if it is cleaned dry by 
brushing. Of course the big thing to 
do is to prevent any eggs from get­ 
ting soiled 
by 
using 
plenty 
of 
clean bedding in the nests, but it 
is impossible to keep a few from 
getting dirty, especially on a wet

The fact that a person has appar­ 
ently recovered from influenza or 
pneumonia does not mean that the 
infection has been completely erad­ 
icated, even 
if the sulfonamide 
drugs or penicillin has been admin­ 
istered during the disease. Unlike 
pneumonia clue to pneumococcal 
germs, infections of the lungs with 
staphylococci or streptococci fre­ 
quently fad to rlcar up completely 
and may lead to blocking of the 
bronchi with scar tiasue formation, 
and bronchiectasis may develop.

For example, a person who con­ 
tinues to cough after he is appar­ 
ently cured of pneumonia rarely 
confiders that hi* condition may be 
serious. After recurrent attacks of 
fever, it is found that the condition 
may he due to acute bronchitis, and 
sulfonamide drugs or penicillin ere 
again administered. 
If adequate treatment is not 
give i, the condition will progress 
until chronic bronchitis and bron­ 
chiectasis develop. It is suggested, 
therefore, that in these patients 
penicillin be administered over s 
long period ef time in the form of 
a vapor breathed into the lungs. 
The treatment should be earned 
out for from one to two weeks 
with large doses of the penicillin. 
The dosage is then reduced ai d 
the treatment continued for from 
two to six months, It is thought 
that by this romans chronic disease 
of the lungs can be warded off and 
thousands spared the expense and 
the long-drawn-out misery of the 
“aftermath” afflictions.
